U.S., Soviet 
Navies Build 
Forces Off Lebanon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A series of 
U.S. and Soviet naval moves and 
counterm oves 
in 
the 
eastern 
M editerranean 
has 
resulted 
in 
a 
buildup of warships off lebanon 


The Pentagon acknowledges that IO 
ships of the U S. 6th Fleet, including 
the aircraft ea rn e r Saratoga, are in 
those w aters U.S. officials refused to 
discuss Soviet ship movements 
But 
sources report the Russians have sent 
four surface warships, several sub­ 
m arin e s. an intelligence-gathering 
vessel and a number of auxiliary ships 
into the sam e area about 400 miles 
from lebanon 


The United States has attem pted to 
picture as a normal operation its 
concentration of naval power within a 
day’s steam ing time of the lebanese 
coast. 
However, the Soviet 
Communist 
party newspaper ITavda has linked 
the U.S. naval presence with the crisis 
in lebanon On April 8, the newspaper 
warned against any U S. military 
intervention there 
The article was 
signed 
“ O bserver.” 
which usually 
m eans 
a 
highranking 
K rem lin 
authority. 


The buildup began in late March 
with the arrival off I ebanon of a seven- 
ship U S naval task group headed by 
the helicopter carrier Guadalcanal 
The group included sev eral a m ­ 
phibious ships carrying a 
Marine 
battalion of about 1,700 men 
Pentagon sources said at the tune 
that the ships were in a holding pattern 
in case they were needed to evacuate 
more than 
1,400 
Americans from 
lebanon, wracked by a civil war 
between Moslems and Christians. 
Within a few days, the Russians sent 
two guided-missile cruisers, the in­ 
telligence ship and a mine-sweeper to 
shadow the U.S. amphibious group 
Irater, several more Soviet warships 
and subm annes appeared 
Noting this, the United States then 
ordered the carrier Saratoga and two 
escorting d estro y ers from Split, 
Yugoslavia, to positions in the vicinity 
of the U S. amphibious group. The 
Saratoga carries about 90 warplanes

COl.UMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Bills 
requiring lobbyists to disclose their 
spending habits, allowing sale of liquor 
on election days and giving consumers 
more information about prescription 
drug prices moved forward in the 
legislature Tuesday. 
They did so in a flurry of activity as 
the Senate and House put aside other 
major issues and prepared to adjourn 
for an Faster break The House then 
quit until next Tuesday. Senators were 
set to follow suit this afternoon. 
By far the most controversial bill of 
the day was the em battled m easure 
that requires lobbyists spending more 
than HOO a year seeking to influence 
legislation to register with the state It 
also m andates reports of all ex­ 
penditures 
that 
exceed 
$25 
in 
a 
calendar quarter, saying upon whom 
the money was spent and identifying 
the legislation discussed 
The 
bill, 
by 
Sen 
Anthony 
K. 
Celebrezze Jr., l>-25 Cleveland, and 
others, finally cleared the Senate 23-9, 
but not until after more than two hours 
of debate which included claim s it 
wasn’t needed 
Celebrexze defended the proposal as 
one that updates an existing law 
enacted in 1913, and gives the public a

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The United 
States will unilaterally extend its 
fishing limit to 200 miles next March I 
unless a United Nations conference 
draws up an international fisheries 
[>act before then 


President 
Ford signed into law 
Tuesday a m easure extending the U.S. 
fisheries luint from the* current 12-mile 
limit 
Ford, who had opposed the 
legislation, said he was signing it be­ 
cause of 
“the slow 
pace of 
the 
negotiations of the United Nations law 
of the Sea Conference " 


The law will require foreign fishing 
fleets to obtain perm its to fish off U S 
shores They will be perm itted to fish 
only where the allowable catch ex­ 
ceeds the capacity of American fishing 
fleets. 
There 
were 
505 
foreign 
fishing 
vessels within 
200 miles of 
U S. 
co astlines during the 
m onth of 
February, according to the Commerce 
Departm ent. The largest fleets were 
from the Soviet Union and Japan 
American 
fishermen 
have 
com­ 
plained that the foreign traw lers are 
depleting stocks of halibut, flounder, 
m ackerel, shrunp and other species. 
Highly m igratory fish such as tuna 
are not covered by the law 
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are 
wining and dining 
individual 
legislators The present law requires 
them to report only once a year, giving 
total expenditures but without provid­ 
ing nam es or breakdowns. 
Some senators reacted indignantly 
to the proposal, including Minority

Cincinnati, who called it an msult He 
asserted the bill's very existence 
amounted to a claim that lawmakers 
already are being bought by lobbyists 
Other senators also deplored the 
legislation for allegedly tieing filled 
with loopholes and “fuzzy language.” 
and one, veteran Sen 
Anthony O 
Calabrese. D-22 Cleveland, said he was 
being forced to vote for it by pressures 
attendant to his re-election campaign 
“ I want to come back next year,” he 
said The m easure now goes to the 
House. 
Heated debate also preceded Senate 
approval 17-15 of the House bill that 
would perm it taverns and liquor spots 
to sell alcoholic beverages during vot­ 
ing hours. Sponsoring Sen. 
Harry 
Meshel, I>-33 Youngstown, said the 
existing ban dates back to pioneer 
days 
when 
electio n s 
and 
town 
m eetings were held in taverns. He also 
said about two dozen states already 
have repealed sim ilar laws or are in 
the process of doing so. 
Across the Statehouse, Rep Vernon 
F Cook, D-39 Cuyahoga Falls, won 88-6 
approval of his bill that requires 
pharm acists to say in advance, upon 
request, how much a prescription is 
going to cast. answering such queries 
by telephone as well as on the spot 
Cook's bill also requires druggists 
and pharm acists to include price in­ 
formation in advertising, and to note 
dangerous effects of drugs 
It em ­ 
powers the board of pharm acy to set 
rules for the posting of drug prices on 
pharm acists’ prem ises 


Court Ruling 
Could Cost 
State H eavily 


COLUMBUS. Ohio i AP) - A federal 
court decision could cost the state $150 
million a year and reduce paym ents to 
state welfare recipients entitled to 
g en eral relief, W elfare D irector 
Raymond McKenna says. 
U.S. District Court Judge Joseph P. 
Kmneary of Columbus ruled Monday 
that the Franklin County 
welfare 
departm ent violated 
state 
law 
in 
denying general relief to childless 
couples and single persons considered 
employable 
McKenna said tin* ruling may also 
m ean 
th a t 
all 
g en eral 
w elfare 
recipients will receive less benefits 
The ruling would affect all counties 
in the state, which pays about 23 per 
cent of tile cost of general relief. Clark 
law , executive assistant to McKenna, 
said the state may have to reduce the 
minimum county share to lower Uh* 
general relief payents to recipients 
Stale officials are considering an 
appeal to the federal court decision 
Another suit challenging planned 
cuts in the Medicaid program has been 
filed in federal court. 
The suit, a class action filing by five 
persons 
for 
all 
sta te 
w elfare 
recipients, charges the reductions will 
deny persons freedom to choose 
medical services, and alleges they 
would violate due process under the 
14th Amendment. 
McKenna announced the cuts last 
month as an attem pt to erase a $40 
million deficit rn the program 's $500 
million budget 
To take effect May I, the cuts would 
eliminate reim bursem ents for non­ 
m andated Medicaid services provided 
by dentists and optom etrists, many 
form s 
of 
m edical 
th erap y 
and 
payments for nonemergency 
tran­ 
sportation of the handicapped 


WASHINGTON (AF) — The tab o r 
Departm ent says some cities are using 
federal funds intended to provide jobs 
for the unemployed as a bail-out for 
municipal financial problems 
U S. officials say they plan to curb 
the practice. 
The 
departm ent 
recently 
issued 
regulations restricting the number of 
laid-off city workers who can be 
rehired with funds provided under the 
C om prehensive F m ploym ent and 
Training Act The act was passed by 
C ongress in an effort to get unem ­ 
ployed persons on city payrolls. 
A dispute has arisen over how much 
of the federal money can be used by 
cities, not to hire unemployed city 
resid en ts, 
but 
to 
place 
laid-off 
municipal workers back on the city 
payroll The issue has already led to a 
court fight with the city of Detroit and 
could 
p rec ip itate 
a 
fight 
w ith 
Congress. 
tab o r Secretary W J Usery Jr. said 
Tuesday the new rules issued by the 
departm ent are intended to strike a 
balance between hiring furloughed 
municipal employes and providing 
jobs for the chronic unemployed. Th** 
program was designed originally to 
help the chronic unemployed 
Detroit and a number of other cities, 
hard-pressed by the recession, began 
using CFT A funds last year to rehire 
laidoff city workers. And for a time, 
the tab o r Departm ent went along with 
this 
But the departm ent took a tougher 
stand last autum n and limited Uh* 
num ber of city workers who could be 
re-hired in New York and Columbus, 
Ohio. 
“ la s t fall, we began to realize that 
lots of m ajor cities were using a 
substantial portion of CET A funds to 
hire form er employes," said E sther 
Friedm an, a spokesman for Assistant 
lab o r Secretary 
William 
Kolberg 
“ We got concerned about that because 
the law is intended to benefit all 
segm ents of the population, not just 
civil servants ” 
Detroit city officials went to court 
after the la b o r Departm ent’s regional 
adm inistrator in Chicago ruled that in 
any given city rehired city workers 
cannot constitute more than IU per 
cent of all municipal workers paid 
from CETA funds. In Introit. 49 per 
cent of the CET A workers are rehired 
city employes 
The city argued before a federal 
judge that the IO per cent rule was 
unreasonable and said it would “force

Motorists 
could obtain reductions on registration 
fees for new cars and trucks on a quar­ 
terly basis under legislation headed for 
Senate consideration 


The bill, sponsored by Rep Alan F. 
Norris, R-27 Westerville, would also 
hold the registration renewal period to 
one month for automobiles 
It was 
approved 92-4 Tuesday by the House 
Under current law, drivers who buy 
license plates before Nov. I must pay 
the full tax. But thole who do so be­ 
tween then and April I or May I, 
depending on the initial of their last 
name, pay only one-half of the $10.50 
state tax 
The bill would return to a quarterly 
schedule suiular to the one replaced by 
the legislature several years ago. 
Norris said it was time “ to abandon 
a noble experiment and return to some 
semblance of order.” 
N orris proposed 
the 
following 
schedule for 
reductions 
from 
the 
automobile license 
plate 
purchase 
cost: 
Before July 
I, normal tax; 
between July I and Oct. I, three- 
fourths of the tax; between (Jct I and 
Jan I onehalf of the tax, and between 
then and April I, one-fourth of the tax. 
Trucks and other motor vehicles w ould 
la* put on a sim ilar quarterly schedule 
The m easure would also do away 
with the current staggered two-month 
re g istra tio n renew al period and 
require ail passenger cars to be 
registered in March Motor vehicles 
other than cars could get new tags in 
M arch and April 
N orris said m ore frequent op­ 
p o rtu n ities for reductions would 
benefit drivers who operate vehicles 
only a few months of the year, suc h as 
tom ato and grain fanners using trucks 
in late autum n and early sum m er.

The 22-year-old convicted bank 
robber was taken to Sequoia Haspital 
Tuesday evening gasping for air after 
her lung collapsed without warning in 
the San Mateo County Jail She un­ 
derwent surgery less than two hours 
later 
Undersheriff Harold Barker said 
Miss Hearst was in stable condition 
and that the prognosis is good 
A 
doctor who examined her said she 
probably would remain hospitalized 
for four to five days 
She was in considerable pain," said 
l>r Jeffrey Wise berg, the physician 
who 
perform ed 
the 
45-mtnute 
procedure to reduce pressure in Miss 
H earses chest 
But she was very 
level-headed and handled it quite well 
There is no question that this was an 
acute emergency requiring munediate 
care."

Argentine M ilitary 
Controlling Unions 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina I AP) 
The military government is taking 
firm but cautious measures to control 
organized labor, which has been a 
dominant force in recent Argentine 
history 
The movement was molded into a 
powerful political force by the late 
lYesident Juan I) Peron. But unions 
did little or nothing to protest when the 
arm ed forces overthrew 
P eron ’s 
widow and successor. President Isabel 
Peron, in a coup March 24. 
Since then, military authorities have 
suspended all collective bargaining, 
lianned strikes and taken charge of 
many important union organizations 
In a communique early this month, 
the Labor M inistry warned that 
t>articipants in any 
"stoppage, in­ 
terruption or reduction of work" will 
tx* subject to imprisonment. Govern­ 
m ent 
auth orities 
and 
industrial 
m anagers claim absen teeism has 
declined sharply, but they give no 
figures. 
Another communique 
said 
union 
members would not be given leaves of 
absence to la* shop stewards, as was 
the practice before the coup 
But the same conuminique said 
leaves of absence will continue to tx* 
granted to mem bers who work as 
officials in union headquarters This 
was seen by labor sources as an im­ 
portant concession and an indication 
the government does not intend to 
dismantle the labor union movement. 
The governm ent has, how ever, 
"intervened" in a dozen important 
national unions, dismissing their of­ 
ficers and putting military men in 
charge The latest interventions, an­ 
nounced April 6, were in the 100,000- 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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member schoolteachers union and the 
5,400-member merchant marine union 
The armed forces also have taken 
over the General latlxir (Confederation, 
the central organization of Argentine 
unions. 
Unions in the confederation have 
about 2.9 million members. One-fourth 
of those workers are in unions that 
have been intervened, including 180,- 
000 metalworkers and 115,000 textile 
workers 
No official reasons have lieen given 
for the interventions, but they appear 
to be based on concern over corrup­ 
tion. leftist militancy or political in­ 
volvement among the union leader­ 
ship 
Authorities are known to have begun 
com piling lists of reputed union 
troublemakers in at least some in­ 
dustries, 
telling 
management 
that 
such workers can Ix* fired But sources 
say officials have warned manage­ 
ment against "drastic action” such as 
the mass firing of 1’eronist employes 
One qualified observer of 
labor 
affairs said such moderation indicates 
that the military authorities want to 
avoid provoking any reaction among 
workers that could lead to widespread 
disorder.

I know that I have an allergy to 
certain foords. but don’t know which 
ones I am anxious to try to find out by 
myself. How would you begin to do 
thus?

Food allergies can be annoying. 
They become even more annoying 
because it is so difficult to track down 
the particular food or foods that are 
the offenders, to make matters worse, 
people may not be sensitive to one food 
or another, yet can have some kind of 
allergic response to a combination of 
foods 
Very recently, I (am e across an 
ex cellen t a rticle w ritten by 
D r. 
Frederic Speer, of Shawnee Mission, 
Kan. He pointed out that the ten chief 
offenders among the foods that cause 
allergies are; cow s milk, chocolate 
and (Ola (the kola nut fam ily), com , 
eggs, the pea family, citrus fruits, 
tomato, wheat and other small grains, 
cinnamon and artifical food colors. 
There can. of course, be a sensitivity 
to other foods, too 
Dr. Speer says, " lf two or more 
foods are suspected, they are removed 
from the diet for three weeks. At the 
end of that tune, one food is returned to 
the diet and, at a two day interval, the 
other is re-introduced.” 
By this process, repeated with the 


common foods you eat, it may be 
possible for you to hit on the particular 
food or foods that bother you 
It takes a great deal of patience to do 
this.

The various measurements of Ihe 


m arket also have to be considered in 
term s of buying power, which has been 
declining steadily. Inflation does the 
same thing to stocks as it does to the 
dollar. 
In the past decade, the purchasing 
power of the dollar has declined by 
about 45 per cent. In term s of 1966 
dollars, therefore, it might be argued 
that 1000 points on the D J industrial 
average today is worth about 550. 
Although that reasoning sometimes 
is used, it isn't quite accurate. As 
share prices rise, partly because of 
inflation, some companies split their 
stock, thus reducing prices. The DJ 
industrial av erage reflects these 
splits.

Mon's God-Given Rights Basis Of Nationhood

Attachement to God's truth and 
justice set the taproots of these United 
States. 
It 
generated the 
Ideas, 
seasoned the deliberations, interwove 
the speeches, letters, papers. It nur­ 
tured th** character and spawned the 
deeds 
It inspired that singular, 
revolutionary 
m anifesto, 
the 
Declaration of Independence. 
That 
document 
spelled 
out 
the 
justification for tlx* nation's birth — 
that all human beings are “ endower! 
by 
their 
Creator 
with 
certain 
unalienable Rights,” which can be 
neither given nor taken away by any 
other power. They belong inherently to 
the people, to each of them and the 
total of them. 
These rights derive from the "Iaiw s 
of Nature and Nature’s God,” the 
Declaration maintained, and c annot be 
usurped by any monarch of govern­ 
ment. The divinely given rights are not 
exclusive possessions of kings, but a 
gift to all. to every person, to uphold 
and assert. 
On that basis, “ appealing to the 
Supreme Judge of the’ World for the 
Rectitude of Our 
Intentions,” the 
founding fathers 
declared 
the* 
13 
British colonies an independent nation. 
And in doing so, they asserted their 
"firm Reliance on the ITotection of 
divine Providence.” 
They grounded their case on God. 
The Declaration, in its essential 
reasoning, was a theological treatise. 
It challenged the prevailing theory 
that royalty inherited lordly rule.

“ Its words are more revolutionary 
than anything written by Robespierre, 
Marx or I/en in. more explosive than 
the atom, a continual challenge to 
ourselves, as well as an inspiration to 
the oppressed of all the world,” says 
historian Samuel Eliot Morrison. 
Four tunes that short document of 
July 4. 1776, invoked the divine source 
of the cause It was Biblical and it won. 
Faith laid the foundations 
it did so not only in that initial 
proclamation, but in the thought, the 
preparations, 
attitudes 
and 
discussions surrounding it. It 
was 
intended to be an expression of the 
American m ind" of that day, wrote 
Thomas Jefferson, its main author. 
" It ought to be conunemorated as 
the day of deliverance, by solemn acts 
of devotion to Almighty God,” John 
Adams wrote, adding that it should 
also 
be 
celebrated 
with 
parades. 
games, bells and fireworks “ from this 
time forward, foreverm ore." 
America does just that, at least with 
the spectacles, every Ju ly 4. 
But in the beginnings, the devotional 
aspect provided a regular note, an 
underlying chord that ran through the 
decisions and acta of the embryonic 
nation. 
Records of meetings of the Con­ 
tinental 
Congress 
are 
laden 
with 
references to God. to “ Jesus Christ," 
to the "Christian Religion,” to the 
'T re e lYotestant colonies,” to public 
worship, repentance for sms, prayer, 
m orality and thanksgiving. 
On the first meeting in September, 
1774, in 
Philadelphia's Carpenter's 
Hall, the Continental Congress had 
inaugurated the practice of opening its

devotions. 
"Plead Thou my cause, O lord, with 
them that strive with me; fight against 
them that fight against me . . . F'or 
they speak not peace: but they devise 
deceitful matters against them that 
are quiet in the land,” I Hic he read 
from the 35th Psalms, beginning the 
service of extemporaneous prayers for 
the country's future. 
John Adam s, a 
M assachusetts 
Congregationalist who became the 
country's second president and who 
originally planned to become a 
minister before turning to the law, said 
the service left delegates in tears, 
exalted by its fervor, earnestness and 
pathos, “ so elegant and sublime " 
The daily practice, continued at the 
Second Continental Congress of 1775, 
which would go on almost steadily for 
the next 14 years as a nation was 
wrought, became a standing rule. 
iTayer still opens each day’s business

( Congress set days for public prayers, 
fasting and repentance for sins — a 
summons of contrition always present, 
but implying not a failure of nerve but 
a vigorous response to God In the 
religious emphasis of that time, the 
abrogation

represented punishment for sin, and 
defending those rights demanded 
Christian reform and obedience 
In Ju ly 1775, in the wake of battles of 
l/exington and Bunker H ill, came the 
call to fast and prayer to the "Great 
Governor of the World.” 
That same week, the (.Continental 
Congress ordered the raising of IO 
companies 
of 
expert 
riflemen 
in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland and Virginia 
to join the army in Boston. On the 
morning of the fast, delegates walked 
in a body from Independence Hall to 
Christ Church as bells tolled through 
the city. 


George 
Washington, 
made 
com- 
mander-in-chief of the Continental 
forces, already had gone to Cambridge 
to take charge of the arm y there He 
issued an order that "it is strictly 
enjoined on all Officers and Soldiers" 
to take part in the fast and attend 
divine worship, but to "take their 
Arm s, 
Am m unitions 
and 
Accoutrements" in case of need for 
immediate action 
With flames of conflict already 
leaping in Massachusetts, the Con­ 
tinental Congress on Ju ly 2, 1776, had 
asserted Am erican independence, 
declaring tlx* colonies "are, and of 
right ought to be free.” This was two 
days before the reasoning was set forth 
in the Ju ly 4 Declaration. 
It was signed by 56 men, led by 
M assachusetts Congregationalists 
John Hancock and Sam Adams Most 
of tlx* signers were Anglicaas and 
C o n g r e g a t io n a lis t s , 
s e v e r a l 
ITesbyterians, including clergymen 
John Witherspoon, a Baptist, and a 
Roman (Catholic, ( harles Carroll Most 
were committed churchmen; all had a 
firm . thoughtful belief in God 
A few 
have been classified 
as 
"D eists," including notable leaders 
such as Benjam in F'ranklin and 
Thomas 
Jefferson. 
They 
deplored 
interchurch rivalry, considered their 
faith a "reasonable Christianity" and 
showed 
little 
interest 
in 
the 
miraculous 
Basically, “ Deism” consisted of a 
five-fold affirmation of belief that God 
exists as creator and sustainer of the 
natural world, that he is to be wor­ 
shipped. that worship demands virtue, 
that wrongdoing must tie repented, 
and that there is an afterlife of 
rewards and punishment 
Jefferson, something of a Biblical 
scholar, spent his evenings while 
president arranging the four gospels in 
sequential order and elim inating 
repetition, a work now known as "The 
Jefferson Bible." 
“ It is a document in proof that I am a 
real Christian, that is to say, a disciple 
of the doctrines of Jesus,” Jefferson 
wrote later He said his beliefs were 
those of Jesus, namely, that there is 
one perfect God, that there us a "future 
state of rewards and punishments,” 


and "to love God will all thy heart and 
they neighbor as thyself, is the sum of 
religion ’ 
Among some intellectuals, “ Deism " 
had arisen as part of a rationalizing 
tendency, 
an 
age 
called 
the 
“Enlightenment,” stimulated by Isaac 
Newton's synthesis of physic's, which 
held that sufficient inquiry into natural 
phenomena could explain the workings 
of the 
universe and confirm 
tlx* 
reasonableness of religious faith 


Among the notable founders, John 
Adams showed constant religious 
concern in letters to his wife, Abigail. 
He had a 
consuming 
interest 
in 
reading theology and saw the Sermon 
on the Mount as tlx* perfect code for 
humanity 
Jefferson, in an exchange of letters 
with Adams in their old age, foresaw 
death as "meeting with friends we 
have loved and lost, and whom we 
shall still love and never lose again ” 
Replied Adams: "If I did not believe in 
a future state, I should not believe in 
God.” 
Both died on Ju ly 4, 1826, exactly 50 
years after signing the Declaration of 
Independence

other founders had gone on to forge 
another time-honored document, the

has it happened, sir. that we have not 
hitherto once thought of humbly ap­ 
plying to the Father of lights to 
illuminate our understanding^ 
“ We have been assured, sir, in the 
sacred Writings, that ‘except the lord 
build the house, they tailor in vain that 
build it’ . .. And if a sparrow cannot 
fall to tlx* ground without his notice, is 
it possible that an empire can rise 
without his aid’’ 
“ I have lived a long time. sir, and the 
longer I live, the more convincing 
proofs I see of this truth — that (iod 
governs in the affairs of men I firm ly 
believe that, and I also believe that 
without his concurring aid we shall 
succeed in this political building not 
belter than the builders of Babel.”

Morris Udall looked straight at his 
audience at the Milwaukee Police 
Training ( enter and declared: “ The 
best way we can reduce crime in 
Milwaukee and in the nation is to give 
|M*ople jobs 


“ People who have jobs are not the 
muggers, burglars and hold-up men 
who are causing the national crime 
statistics to rise,” Udall said 


It was just one of countless speeches 
the Arizona congressman has made in 
his 
quest 
for 
the 
D em ocratic 
presidential 
nom ination, 
but 
it 
provides .some important clues to his 
campaign. 
It wasn't the most popular line a 
politician could take with a police 
audience: telling them that conditions 
in society lead to crim e and U»e liest 
way to fight crime is to fight its causes. 
But Udall also leaned hard on the 
need for law and order, a point he 
made just as strongly in Harlem a few 
days before. 
And he told both the New York 
ghetto and the Midwestern police 
department that there are no easy 
answers 
“ The mayors and the police com­ 
missioners have the responsibility to 
fight crim e,” Udall said. “ But I can 
assist from Washington.” 
Udall had been just as frank in 
talking about the future of Israel in a 
suburban New York synagogue “ No 
one furs the solution The best thing we 
can do is to hunker down and just live it 
out.” 
Another clue to Mo Udall in the 
Milwaukee speech is the way he 
brought a complex and controversial 
issue around to his main theme 
unemployment. 
"J-O-B-S. It’s the centerpiece of the 
Morris Udall campaign,” said Tom 
R ile y , U d all's national cam paign 
director. 
"The issue before the voters is jobs,"
